that the transcript be sanitized so that the Subcommittee 
could publish the material. Dr. Stevens agreed to have 
this done promptly. Dr. Stevens covered the current 
economic situation in China, including the Four Modernizations 
Plan, the outlook of the new leadership, progress in the 
Five Year Plan, the new Ten Year Plan and outlook for foreign 
trade. He then proceeded to the defense area where he dis- 
cussed the percentage of the gross national product devoted 
to defense spending. A brief question and answer session 
followed and the briefing x^as concluded after about one hour. 
The Chairman requested a number of charts, which NFAC will 
provide along with the sanitized t ranscript. 
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
